The Railway Reservation 

— ■ 

On tho 3rd inst. wo published ox- 
tracts from tho Attorney-Gonei-ul's re- 
port upon tho application of tho Do- 
minion Government for a conveyance 
of 11 twenty-mile bolt of land betwoen 
Estpiimalt and Sevmour Narrows. In- 
asmuch as tho dobata on tho subject 
has reawakened public interest in the 
matter, it may not bo considered amiss 
to recall somo of tho points made by 
tho AlLornoy-Generul to the render's 
recollection. Having laid down tho 
preniiHOs, tho report says: — 

"Allowing, howovor, the greatest lati- 
tude of interpretation, and applying tho 
broadest and must liberal construction 
to thu eleventh Auction of the Agreement, 
nothing appears which tcould seem to war- 
rant the Dominion Government in claiming, 
or justify Your Excellency in granting, a 
convey *i :e of the Tioeiity-inile belt 'of load 
mentioned, until the line of Railway be 
defined. 

Having recitod tho 11th Soction of 
tho Treaty of Union, tho Attorney- 
General proceeds to argue: — 

"Under this agreement tho Dominion 
Government undertook to Becuro tho com- 
mencement of the construction of a Rail- 
way from the Pacitic, eastward on tho 20th 
of July, 1873, and the Province in consider- 
ation thereof agreed to convey to tho Do- 
minion Government, in furtherance of 
the cuiistrnutiun ol the said Railway, cer- 
tain public lands along the line of Railway, 
not exceeding in extent twenty miles on. 
each side of the line.''' 

"As far as tho Government of tho Pro- 
vince has been informed, no line of Rail- 
way has been surveyed between E,cjuinudt 
and Seymour Narrows. A conveyance c in- 
not therefore be u»ado of public lands 
'along the lino of Rail way J and on each 
side of said line, where no such lino of 
Railway exists. The demand made is for 
a conveyance of 'a strip of land twenty 
miles in width along the Eastern Coast 
of Vancouver Island,' or in other words 
in tho absence of a survey, for a strip of 
the public lands along the sea coast, but 
nut along any deilued line of Ruilway." 

"It is respectfully submitted that had 
a line of Railway' been defined by a lo- 
cation survey, tiio Government oi this 
Province would have beou notified, there- 
of, uud the language of tho Despatch and 
of the Order of the Privy Council would 
liuve been materially dill'ereut from that 
used in the present instance. Instead of 
asking for a conveyance of land along a 
sea coast, a demand would have been 
made for a conveyance of certain lands 
'along a line of Railway' adopted and laid 
out according to an accompanying plan, 
such a demand, it is humbly conceived, 
would havo been in accordance with the 
spirit and tho language of tho lllh {Sec- 
tion." 

It will, wo think, bo admitted that 
the nhovo is conclusive— that tho At- 
torney-General made out a clear 
case. It does seem strnngo that 
having ninde out such a , case, 
and tho Government having adopted 
and acted upon it, tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral should stand up in his place in 
theHouse and enunciate views diamet- 
rically opposite. Wo cannot say wo 
are surprised at anything the India- 
rubber man of tho organ may do. It 
sliouid bo borno in mind that the 
Terms of Union do not in any way 
piovide for or require a reservation to 
be made, tbeiefore, to perform a gra- 
tuitous act wuolly unknown to the 
Treaty cannot possibly be a fulfillment 
of that Treaty, any more than to undo 
that act could be constiued into a 
breach of the Treaty. The debate on 
the resolution moved by tho pa'£inber 
for Nanaiino took a wide scope; but 
there are two or three propositions 
upon which wo desire to make a few 
observations. At the time tho reserve 
was made, it was presumed that the 
railway would be carried out by a pri- 
vate company, and it was, therefore, 
of no little importance to secure land 
which must to a great extent havo con- 
stituted the basis of credit upon which 
to sell the company's bonds. Now, 
however, that it has boon decided to 
build the road as a Government work 
there no longer exists the slightest need 
for any such a basis of credit. Nay, 
. it is tho true interest of the Dominion, 
as it is assuredly tho interest of thePro- 
vince, that the country through which 
the railway is to run shall bo settled 
up as much as possible; for, apart from 
the wav--rallic thus created, every one 
knows how much more cheaply a rail- 
way can bo built through a settled 
than through an unsettled country. 
Tho Attorney-General contended that 
if the reservation were removed every 
noioofland between Esquimalt and 
Seymour Narrows would bo taken up, 
and ho argued that tho enormous ex- 
pense of obtaining a right of way 
through the settled country would de- 
ter tho Government from bringing tho 
railway to Esquimalt. Let us see what 
fchi&fargumeut really amounts to. We 
shall bo approximately correct in say- 
ing that an ordinary right of way from 
Seymour Narrows to Esquimalt would 
represent an aggregate area of two 
thousand acres, which, at an average 
of $2 SUpor acre, would amount to 
fo.UOU. But, in order to be safe, sup- 
pose wo double tho sum, will any man 
Seriously contend that ten thousand 
dollars is going to divert tho Oandiati 
Pacific Rail way from tho true terminus? 
Tho idea is preposterous ! But, so far 
from costing ten thousand dollars 
more, wo contend that it would cost 
many' times ten thousand dollars less 
to construct a lino through a settled 
country. It is, therefore, cloaily the 
interest and true policy of both Gov. 
ernments to have that belt of land 
•settled up as quickiy as possible, and 
if the assertion of tho Attorney-Gcnor- 
al bo true that "every acre would bo 
taken up," no stronger reason for rc-

Tho above figures show a falling off in the Receipts 
of 1873, as compared VRo I87X, whilst the F.ipendi- 
ture of the year for relief of distress was considerably 
more than on the previous year. No Government 
Grant was received during 1873. 

During the year help was afforded In the cases of :m 
persons or families, the relief hi ingconticucd in some 
instances (.where the cirouinstancea calte l for it) dur- 
ing several months, and the Relief committee have 
Uoo, 1 reason to believe that the aid rendered has iloue 
good service and been Applied with due regard to the 
objects the Society seel;* to fulfil. 

Amongst the number of those relieved during tho 
past year wero 2 widows with children, 2 tradesmen 
and! mechanics (With larullieB) whose reduced cir- 
cumstances had arisen through ill heulthor other mis- 
fortune. Eleven indigent persons were assisted to 
reac h their homes and friends, and the Boclety has 
In this respect again to commend tho owners of the 
mail steamer' "Prine" Alfr.d" for the readiness invari- 
ably shown by them to further the objeeta of the fio- 
elety. 

The Ladles Committee (organized and distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole of thu City) have 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from time to time, 
one or two attempts at Imposition have to be record- 
ed which however were met sort frustrated; but it is 
gratifying to know that the Society's help has been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known tin Irdistreas known. 

Tho good objects of the Society are so broad mid 
comprehensive in their character that they should 
command the sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughout the ProvlnciJ, and it in therefore 
hop !il tint the receipts of the present year may I

mance by Canada of hor p,"trt of the 
Terms. If tho member for Nanaimo hud 
Toted against tho amendment he must 
have voted against this principle without 
tho possibility of attaining any practical 
or useful object.

LAST NIGHT'S_DI8PATCHE$. 

Eastern States- 

Washington, Jan. 13. — Tho failure of 
Cushiug's friends to secure an oxecutivo 
session, is justly construed as favorablo 
to his nomination. There seems to be 
but littlo doubt that ho will be confirmed 
dospito the negative voto of u decided 
majority of Republican Senators. 

BusroN, Jan, 13. — A largo tiro has been 
raging for several hours in tho business 
portion of the Natick, Mass. Already 
the loss Is $500,000. A number of steam 
tire engines were sent from Boston. 

Later — Tho lire in Natick is under con- 
trol. Nearlo tho whole business portion 
of the village is destroyod, three stores 
only being saved. Losses aro estimated 
at 3500,000. Charles Smithson, Chief 
Engineer of tho Fire Department, waa 
killed by a falling wall, and two ohildren 
are reported missing. 

New York, Jan. 13.— At 11 o'clock this 
forenoon about .500 persons had assem- 
bled in Tompkins Square. The polieo 
received orders to drive them out, and 
while doing soRcrgo int Bermhold was as- 
saultod with a hammer, by one Meyer, who 
with others was promptly urn-stud and 
lodged in the station house. Ho was or- 
dered by tho Tenth Ward Association to 
assault any policeman who arrested him, 

A orowd is reported as gatiiorod at dif- 
ferent points; the crowd that gathered in 
and around the Square had banners of 
tho Working Mon's Organization. As soon 
as Meyer assaulted the, officer, tho police 
began clearing tho Square. Tho most 
intoaso oxeitement prevailed, and tho 
storekepors began putting up their nhut- 
teis, aud closiug their doors. One man 
who was stabbed, is reported to be dying. 
The mounted policemen have taken pos- 
session of the Square. 

Europe 

Madiud, Jan, 13— Cartogcna has snr- 
roudored, and is now ooeupiod by the 
irovornment troops under General Doni- 
inguez. Upon tho capitulation of tho 
city, the Intransigents Junta and libera- 
ted convicts wont on board the frigate 
Numancia, which was attacked by the 
government squadron, aud at tho time 
the last dispatch was forwarded a naval 
engagement was in progress. 

Pauis, Jan. 13. — The iron clad Numan- 
cia has arrived at Mersel [vohor, Algerin, 
with '.2500 Cartagenian refugees on hoard 
escaping from Cartagena. She passed 
live Government men of-wnrnt tho mouth 
of tho harbor. Tho refugees on their ar- 
rival surrendered themselves to the French 
authorities. Among them are Generals 
Controras and Salve/., and othor members 
of the Insurgent Junta. Thoy declare 
that the, city fell through tho troaoh- 
ory of tho commanding officer of tho 
principal fort.

A Politicul Prayer Meeting. 

It is impossible without reading the 
Birmingham papers daily to form any no- 
tion of tho vehemonce and bitterness with 
which tho School Board election is being 
carried on, and of tho extraordinary do- 
vices rosorted to on each side. On Fri- 
day the Birmingham Pout reports a meot- 
ing at Immunuel Schools, Tunnant street, 
for united prayer for tho success of the 
oight tory candidates. TCI meeting was 
attended by from 17 to 20 persons, tho 
majority of them boing womon. The pro- 
ceedings wero opened by tho singing of 
tho hymn, "The heavenB declare thy 
glory, Lord," after which Mr. Colcmau 
enRaged iu prayer of adoration and con- 
fession. The l'Jtli Psalm was tbon road, 
and intercessory prayer was offered by 
the ltev. E. FaWcett. Through him tho 
Divine blessing upon the legislators of 
tho country, nnd forgiveness if, in the 
shortsighte Iness of human frailty, thoy 
havo done what they ought not to havo 
done, and if "they had plucked down tho 
feucos which had been raised around 
their beloved Church." They also pray 
od ypecially for tho town of Birmingham, 
stating that they "drew near to tho 
Throne of Grace iu much perplexity. 
Alas! tho enemy was prowling around 
them aud they knew not what to say, for 
the iloodgates of atheism and infidelity 
appeared to bo open, and thoy wero afraid 
that tho blessed Word which God had 
given might be taken away from tho 
minds of tho children of the present gen- 
eration, so that they would grow up in 
ignorance of it." They prayed that that 
word might not be taken n\vay; also that 
God would "look down in pity upon 
those misguided men, who, thorjgli pro- 
fessing Christianity , yet, from political 
motives, went to any length to carry out 
their objects. Might their hearts bo turn- 
ed, and might they cease from their pur- 
poses." 

Another hymn was then sung, and then 
a Mr. HayWard offered prayer of thanks- 
giving for the Bible, and that," while men 
wero trying to wrest it from their soli Dols. 
God had put it into tho hearts of gadly 
men to go forward and stnnd fast to tho 
faith once delivered to tho saints." Tho 
Lord's Prayer followed, add another 
hymn, after which the Rev, C. II. Cole- 
man delivered an address. Tho devotion- 
al proceedings ended, ono of the gentlo- 
man present proceeded to distribute a 
varioty of Tory oloetion bills, among 
them a scurrilous collection of verses, en- 
titled "John and his Wife; or, a Work- 
ing Man's Opinion of the Now Boligious 
Education Scheme." Tho "Working 
Man's" opiniou of the Religious Educa- 
tion Society's proposal is summarized in the 
two following verses: —

It is of no usn 
going to British Columbia just now. The 
time is so short an. I a blockado of the 
Railway might prevent my return. The 
illness of my father causes me to revisit 
him at tho earliest possible moment, but 
ofter next session, Co. next Spring, I in- 
tond coming to Victoria.

This letter, it must bo observed, waa 
written before the dissolution. 

With regard to tUe Dry Dock, his cor- 
respondence about the capitalization of 
the guarantee, dates a yuur earlier than 
that disclosed in the correspondence. 
His idea was that the Dock should be 
commenced and that, if the Provincial 
Government proved itself iu earnest and 
willing to assist in carrying on the work, 
that further assistance might from time 
to time bo asked of the Dominion Govern- 
ment for a work of such great public 
utility and advantage. 

As to tho Kailroad, tho kcystono of 
Confederation, and without which, the 
Union being iiicomplete.will bo but a 
weak unstable, temporary and useless 
sham, I know him to have been indsfa- 
tigablo iu urging its immediate construc- 
tion, iushon-ing the advantages Vancou- 
ver Island offered for its commercial and 
military terminus aud tho rights sho had 
by the Terms, being upon tho Pacific 
Ocean. To the best of my knowledge 
and belief tho Mackenzie Governmant uie 
by no means so favorably disposed to- 
wards Vancouver Inland being tho termi- 
nus, or even to the Kail way itself, as the 
Macdonald Government. Mr. Mackonzio's 
speech at Barniai can only be considered 
as the utterances of Mr. Mackenzie, and 
not those of the Government— he will 
have to make his policy to suit his col- 
leagues and Ins supporters. Who knows 
what that will be ? I feel therefore very 
anxious that Mr. Nathan, who is bo well 
acquainted witn the matter, with Minis- 
ters, with members and with tho routine 
of Parliamentary business, should agaiu 
bo Hent to watch over our interests and 
those of British Columbia. 

With regard to tho othor subjects, they 
speak for themselves-- womo of them at 
least are now. 

Mr. Bditbr, I might very easily give 
morOjOX.ra-tw from my friend, Mr. Henry 
Nathan's letters, he reiterating continu- 
ously his anxiety about British Colum- 
bia's welfare, the dutiea winch engaged 
his constant attention and bis anxiety 
that the public works he had succeeded 
in obtaining should be as rapidly as pos- 
sible commenced, proceeded with and 
completed; I think, howover, I have 
published sufficient to »how that Mr. 
Nathan not only has not violated any 
pledges, but that he has earnestly kept 
them and faithfully fulfilled his duty, 
that he has been indefatigable and very 
successful in obtaining aud bringing to 
the notice of tho Government many works 
of the utmost importance tothisProviuce; 
iu fact that tlio public works granted .are 
mainly duo to bis irrepressible energy, 
and the intimato and friendly relations 
ho held with tho Ministry of Canada. 
Knowing tho great value of bis services; 
of his indomitable energy and porsovor- 
anoe; his great interest in tho Province 
and in hor progress nnd prosperity; know- 
ing likewise that the dissolution of Par- 
liainont must have como unexpectedly 
upon him. I solely, upon my own respon- 
sibility, published and oontinuo to have 
published the assertion that be will bo a 
candidate for re election. I hope shortly 
to loarn from him that ho is eo nnd that 
the illness of his father will not provent 
him coming vory soon to Victoria. I 
hope, therefore, his friends, my friends, 
aud the friends of British Columbia will 
reserve thoir votes and interest for him, 
at least, for a short time longer,
